GENERAL REMARKS. 

The information dealt with in the following Report has been collected in the usual 
manner, and has been arranged so that it may be in accord with that contained in the pre- 
vious reports upon the same subject. Care has been taken when arranging the various 
tables and statements that they may, as far as possible, be easily comparable with 
similar papers published for the other divisions of the United Kingdom. 

The Report is, as on former occasions, divided into two principal divisions — that relating 
to the Criminal, and that dealing with the Judicial Statistics. Each of these portions 
has been again sub-divided so as to deal with the more important items in a somewhat 
detailed manner. 

A general review of the tables contained in the Appendix points to the following 
conclusions. 

1. That there has been an increase in the total number of Criminal offences in 

Ireland in 1883 as compared with 1882. 

2. That this increase is among the less serious offences (those determined summarily). 

3. That there has been a material diminution in the more serious offences (those 

not determined summarily) in 1883 as compared with 1882, there having 
been a decrease in each class of these offences, especially m offences “against 
the person,” in “ malicious offences against property,” and in “ miscellaneous 
offences.” 

4. That the judicial returns present no change of importance.

From this statement it appears that the total number of criminal offences during the 
year 1883, was 232,733 or 464-0 per 10,000 of the estimated population, as compared 
with 228,157 or 447’5 per 10,000 of the population in 1882, showing an increase of 
4,675 in number, and an increase of 16’5 in tbe rate per 10,000 persons. Thus, last 
year, as in 1882, criminal offences which had shown a decided and progressive tendency 
to decrease in the years 1879, 1880, and 1881, again showed the same tendency towards 
increase which was observable in the years previous to 1879, but the ratio to the population 
was not as great as the lowmst rate in any of the years between 1874and 1881. Looking 
at the foregoing comparative statement it will be observed that the increase is altogether 
due to criminal offences disposed of summarily, which show an increase of 7,967 m 188?, 
as compared with 1882. Offences not disposed of summarily, constituting the more 
serious croup of crimes, show the material decrease of 3,392 as compared with the year 
1882, and the absolute number (7,214) and the ratio to the population (I4‘4per 10,000) 
ai-o lower than in any year since 1878.

NATUEE OF CRIMES. 

Iq Police Tables 6 and 7 of the Appendix, the nature of the Crimes committed 
is set forth in detail. The following abstract (see page 20) has been .constructed from 
Table 6, which includes the more serious offences, namely those not dealt with 
summarily, and gives their distribution throughout Ireland in detai). 

The total number of' these cases amounted to 7,214, or at the rate of 18 '9' per 10,000 
■of the population, according to the Census of 1881. Of these, 1,197, or 2-3 per 10,000 
of the population, were offences against the person; 416, or 0-8 per 10,000, against 
property with violence ; 3,977, or 7'7 per 10,000, against property without violence; 753, 
or l'4per 10,000, were malicious offences against property. Cases of forgery and against 
the currency were only 44, or OT per 10,000, and ail other cases amounted to 827. It 
■will be observed that the rate per 10,000 of all offences not disposed of summai'ily 
■was in Leinster 36'9 ; Munster, 87 ; Ulster, o'O ; and Connaught, 5‘6. 

In the case of Offences against the Person ihe rates per 10,000 of the population were : — 
for Leinster 4'2 (including 10‘8 in the Dublin Metropolitan District), Munster, 2-1 ; 
Ulster, 1-4 ; Connaught, 1-6. The largest number of these offences, both absolutely and 
relatively, were committed in the Dublin Metropolitan District, amounting to 378, or 
10\S per 10,000; the next largest, in proportion to population, in Limerick City, amounting 
to 51 per 10,000 ; while the rate in Cork City was 3'o, in Galway Town 3-2, and in 
Kilkenny County 3'0. • In all the other counties and districts it was below 3 per 10,000, 
being below 1 ‘0 in twelve. ‘ • • 

In the case of Malicious Offences against Property it appears that the rates per 10,000 
of the population were for Leinster 17, Munster 1-S, Ulster only 0-9, Connaught 1-6. 
The highest rate (3'8) was in Kilkenny and Longford, the next (31) in Kerry and the 
Forth Riding of Tipperary. The lowest was 01 in Cork City, and the next lowest 0'2 
Jn the Town of Belfast. In the Cities of Limerick and Waterford, this .class of crime 
absent. , . .

this nature shows a great decline, amounting to but 535 as compared with 2,651 in Sdfojery. 
1882, and 3,093 in 1881. Of these miscellaneous offences, 290, or 2'3 per 10,000 of the Miscel- 
population, were in Leinster, including 150 cases of intimidation by threatening letters, 

&c. (of which 30 were in the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, 28 in Longford, and 
21 in Westmeath) ; 319, or 2'4 per 10,000 inhabitants, were in Munster, including 246 
cases of intimidation (of which 125 were in Kerry, 26 in Clare, and 22 in the West 


Riding of Cork. In Ulster there were 122 miscellaneous offences, or only 0'7per 10,000 
of the population; of these 59 were eases of intimidation. In Connaught the number 
of miscellaneous offences was 96, or 1‘2 per 10,000 of the population, including 80 cases 
of intimidation, of which 25 were in East Galway and 22 in Mayo. 


For the indictable offences not disposed of summarily, there were 3,461 persons 
apprehended, being equal to 48 per cent, of the number of offences as compared with 46 
per cent, in the previous year.

A glance at this statement will show a gratifying decrease in all classes of serious 
Climes, as compared with 1882, and the averages for the preceding three years. 

A more minute consideration of Table 6 in the Appendix will show that there were Murders. 
28 cases of murders of infants, which were very evenly distributed throughout Ireland : 

I occurred in Leinster, 9 in Munster, 10 in Ulster, and 2 in Connaught. In the case of 
other murders there were 17 in Ireland, in 1883, as compared with 40 in 1882, 40 in 
ISBI, 22 in 1880, and 22 in 1879. Of these 17 murders, 8 were in Leinster, 4 in 
funster, 4 in Ulster, and 1 in Connaught. There was 1 murder each in Dublin

nor in Antrim, Armagh, Carrickfergus Town, Donegal, Londonderry, Monaghan, 
or Tyrone, in the Province of Ulster ; nor in Galway East Riding, Galway Town, 
Leitrim, Mayo, Roscommon, or Sligo, in the Province of Connaught. There were 
in all 11 attempts to murder in 1883, as compared with 35 in 1882 ; 19 in 1881; 
16 in 1880, and 6 in 1879. There were 158 cases of shooting at, wounding^ 

stabbing, &c., loith intent io do bodily harm in 1883, compared with 232 in 1882 ; 246 in 
1881 ; 226 in 1880, and 180 in 1879. The cases of assault and inflieting bodily ham, 
were 488 in 1883, compared with 574 in 1882 ; 426 in 1881 ; 418 in 1880, and 530 in 
1879. In all cases of against property with violence there is a diminution, 

as compared with 1882, except as regards sacrilege, the cases of which (18) show an 
increase of 5, and “ attempts to rob and demanding money by menaces,” the number of 
which was the same in both years. 

In cases of offences against propetty without violence, there is, on the whole, no remarkable 
variation as compared with the previous year. As usual, simple larceny contributes more 
than half the crime in this class. It is also to be noted that a very large proportion of 
this class of crime is committed in the Dublin Metropolitan Police District. Of the 3,977 
offences against property without violence in Ireland, no less than 3,225, or more than 
three-fourths, were in that District, and of the 2,550’simple larceny cases 2,249 occurred 
there. 

The classes of malicious offences against property, offences against the currency and 
miscellaneous offences, included in Table 6, have already been sufficiently dealt with in 
the general comments on crime not determined summarily. 

In Table 7 of the Appendix details are given of the cases determined summarily, 
which include those usually dealt with in police courts. 

These, as previously shown, amount to a total of 225,518, and constitute 96’9 per 
cent, of the total crime of the country. It is also in this class that the preponderance 
of town over rural crime is specially noticeable. - Among the offences disposed of 
summarily the more important are set out in the following statement, and a comparison 
instituted with the previous year.

Thus there has been a decrease of 3,059 in common assaults, but an increase of 
2,846 cases of drunkenness and disorderly conduct in connexion therewith. As these 
cases constitute more than one half of all the cases dealt with in the police and Petty 
Sessions courts, are clearly connected with one another, and are the starting points 
of many other ciiminal actions, their import is very great when measuring the general 
; condition of the criminal classes. 

In connexion with the statistics of drunkenness, a special return of habitual drunkards 
(Table 11, page 84) has been introduced, in continuation ofasimilar Return for the year 
1882; it gives the number of persons convicted three times or upwards for being 
"Drunk” or ‘‘Drunk and Disorderly” in 1883. 

The most important result of the habitual drunkenness return is the light it throws 
upon the causes of town crime, which has been noticed as excessive. Taking the seven 
town jurisdictions outside Dublin, of Belfast, Cork, Limerick, Waterford, Galway, 
Drogheda, and Carrickfergus, with an aggregate population of 391,000, the habitual 
drunkai'ds were 675, or 17‘3per 10,000 of the population. In the rest of Ireland, outside 
the Metropolitan district, with a population of 4,434,000, the number was only 1,S9^' 
or 4*3 in the 10,000. In the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, with a population 
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of 350,000, the number was 189, or 5 ‘4 per 10,000 population. Compared with 1882 Past I. 
there was a decrease in the number in each of the town jurisdictions except the Cities 

I of Limerick and Waterford, in the former of which there were 31 cases against 18 in 

j 1882 (the number for 1881 amounted to 43) and in the latter 51 against 46. In the 
' jest of Ireland there was a decrease, from 1,975 to 1,898. In all Ireland there was a 

decrease of 178 — viz., from 2,940 to 2,762. Of this total, 2,236 were convictions three 

I times and less than five times, 471 five times and less than ten times, and 55 ten times against the 
! and upwards. It will be observed from Table 7 that the number of cases of “ illegally 
; selling intoxicating, drinks ” rose from 2,230 in 1882 to 3,349 in 1883. 7 

Cases of cruelty to animals decreased from 1,695 in 1882 to 1,530 in 1883. O^mces Crueltjto 
gainst Local Acts and Borough Bydaics zm increase, from 13,214 in 1882 to 15,511 
in 1883. Offences against the Public Health and Nuisances Removal Acts, numbered 4,328 ^(^orough 
in 1883, as compared with 3,972 in 1882 : it is remarkable that of the 4,328 charges under By-kws. 
these Acts 3,482 were in the Dublin Metropolitan district. In a large number of districts Health and 
jio offences against these Acts are recorded. Unlawful possession of stolen goods Nuisances 
decreased from 1,060 cases in 1882 to 1,008 in 1883.

CHAPTEB II.— MODES OF PEOCEDUEE FOE PUNISHING CEIME, II. 

Procedure. 

The Police act as public prosecutors in the great majority of cases in Ireland. In 

minor cases they undertake the sole duty of prosecuting, and in most of the more 
serious offences the preliminary proceedings are instituted by them. In all the counties 
of Ireland, except the County and City of Dublin, there are two Crown Solicitors, one 
of-wbom deals with cases at Quarter Sessions, the other with the more serious cases which 
come before the Judges at Assizes. 

Coroners’ Courts still deal with cases where criminal offences are involved, and Coroners’ 

Juries frequently find verdicts implicating or exonerating certain persons in cases of 
homicide, &c. It is not, however, the custom now to bring prisoners charged with 
homicide, &c., before Coroners’ Courts, and in a large number of cases the finding of 
the Jury relates merely to the cause of death. 

A special feature in the administration of Criminal Law in Ireland is the proclamation 
of certain Districts under special Acts of Parliament. The following is a general statement 
relating to these Special Acts and the extent of their application in Ireland during the 
past year. 

Under the Act 6 Wm. IV., chap. 13, the following counties were proclaimed as Districts 
requiring additional Police at end of 1883 : — Clare, Cork, Galway, Kerry, King’s County, un^erAct 6 
Leitrim, Limerick, Mayo, Roscommon, Tipperary, and Westmeath, Limerick City, and Wm. IV., 
portions of the counties of Donegal, Longford, Sligo, and Waterford. T b / 15

The Prevention of Crime (Ireland) Act 1682, provides for special proceedings in 
certain cases. ... 

Section 8, refers to riots and other offences in a Proclaimed District. 

Section 11, refers to arrest of persons found at night under suspicious circumstances 
in a Proclaimed District. 

Section 12, refers to arrest of strangers found under suspicious circumstances in a 
Proclaimed District. 

Section 14, refers to searches for arms and illegal documents in a Proclaimed 
District. 

In accordance with this Act, the following localities were proclaimed in the province 
of Leinster Under Sections 8, 11, 12 and 14, Kilkenny,. King’s County, Longford, 
Meath, Queen’s County, Westmeath and the. City of Dublin; under Sections 8, 
12 and 14, the County of Dublin, the Town of Drogheda and City of Kilkenny; and 
under Sections 12 and 14, three Baronies in County Kildare. In Munster, under 
Sections 8, 11, 12 and 14, the Counties of Clare, Cork, Kerry, Limerick, Tipperary,, 
and Waterford; under Sections 8, 12 and 14, the Cities of Cork, Limerick and 
Waterford. In Connaught, under Sections 8, 11, 12, 14, the Counties of Galway, 
Leitrim, Mayo, Roscommon and Sligo ; and under Sections 8, 12, and 14, the Town of 
Galway. In Ulster under Sections 8, 11, 12 and 14, the County of Cavan, under 
Sections 11, 12 and 14, portions of the counties of Armagh and Monaghan, and under 
Sections 12 and 14 the City of Londonderry. 

The number of cases dealt with under this Act is given in Tables 12 to 14, in the 
Appendix. From these Tables it appears that in the year 1883, 841 persons were 
proceeded against, of whom 458 were discharged and 383 convicted, including 233 for 
intimidation funder Section VII.; 12 for riot or unlawful assembly; 44 for holding 
forcible possession ; 14 for aggravated acts of violence against the person ; and 24 for 
assaults on constables, bailiffs, &c., under Section VIII. ; 46 for being found out at night 
under suspicious circumstances, under Section XI. ; and 10 for being strangers found 
under suspicious circumstances. The details of the punishments inflicted, and the 
number of appeals in these cases will be found in Tables 13 and 14, pages 85 
and 86. 

In the year 1882 there were 1,114 persons proceeded against under this Act, of whom 
648 were discharged and 466 convicted ; the total number for last year (841) therefore 
shows a decrease of 273 as compared with the number for tbe portion of tbe year 1882 
(from the 13th Juty), during which the Act was in force. 

The distribution of the charges under the Crimes Act throughout the country (in 
1883) is shown in Table 12. It will be observed that of the 841 cases, 198 were in 
Leinster, including 5 in Dublin County, 6 in Dublin Police District, 10 in Kildare, 30 in 
Kilkenny, 26 in King’s County, 22 in Longford, 4 in Louth, 19 in Meath, 24 in 
Queen’s County, 32 in Westmeath, 14 in Wexford, and 6 in Wicklow; 387 were in the 
province of Munster, including 38 in Clare, 29 in East Cork, 21 in West Cork, 182 in 
Kerry, 54 in Limerick County, 4 in Limerick City, 12 in North, and 41 in South 
Tipperary, and 6 in Waterford County. In the province of Ulster there were 68 cases, 
including 29 in Cavan, 10 in Donegal, 7 in Down, 3 in Fermanagh, 16 in Monaghan, and 
3 in Tyrone. In the province of Connaught there were 188 cases, including 31 in East 
Galway, 18 in West Galway, and 1 in Galway Town; 17 in Leitrim, 45 in Mayo, 22 in 
Roscommon, and 54 in Sligo. 

Of the 1,114 cases under this Act in 1882, 178 were in Leinster, 601 in Munster, 39 
in Ulster, and 306 in Connaught. 
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Of 3,461 persons apprehended in 1883 for offences punishable after indictment and Paet L 
trial by jury, .1,131, or 33 per cent., were discharged, 237, or 7 per cent, were bailed or 
committed in default of finding bail pending further examination, 2,093, or 60 per — 
cent., were committed for trial or admitted to bail pending trial. OHArrEE 11 .

The result of proceedings in 741 cases brought before Grand Juries was that in 236 Results of 
cases no bill was found, in 283 cases no prosecution took place, and in 222 cases bail 
was accepted, and the cases not tried. In addition to those bailed and not tried, or to*o^c^ 
where there was no prosecution, there were 63 cases in which trials were postponed after 
disagreement of the juries. 

. Of 2,221 persons tried by jury in 1883, 461, or 20‘8 per cent, were acquitted ; besides by grand^^ 
20, or 0-9 per cent, who were found insane or acquitted on the ground of insanity, 

1,740, or 78'3 per cent, were convicted.

From this it appears that, exclusive of those detained as insane, 1,740 'vvere punished 
for serious offences in 1883, as compared -with 2,2.55 in 1882, showing a decrease of 
515. Of these, 1,398 were males, and 342 females, being about the same proportion as 
in 1882. Of the persons convicted, 11 were sentenced to death ; 123 (112 males and 
11 females) to penal servitude — 5 of these were for life, 4 for over 10 years, 33 for 
above 6 and up to 10 years, and 81 for 5 years ; 1,181 (925 males and 256 females) 
were sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. Seventeen ca^es (12 males and 5 
females) were sent to Eeformatory Schools.

Of the 225,518 persons proceeded against summarily in 1883, there -were 35,310 
discharged, and 190,208 convicted, as compared with 37,888 and 179,663 respectively 
in 1882. Of those convicted in 1S83, 161,607 were males and 28,601 females. Of' 
tmelassed punishments there were 18,695 (13,988 males and 4,707 females). Of 
classed punishments there were 171,513 (147,619 males and 23,894 females). Of 
159,100 persons not committed, 155,938 (136,641 males and 19,297 females) were 
fined, 2,830 (2,050 males and 780 females) were required to find sureties or recognizances ; 

321 were given up to the military or naval authorities, and 11 were whipped. Of the 
persons committed 4,654 (3,317 males and 1,337 females) were committed to prison 
for 14 days or under ; 4,162 (2,788 males and 1,374 females) for one month and above 
14 days ; 1,293 (1,021 males and 272 females) for 2 months and over 1 month ; 770 
(544 males and 226 females) for 3 months and above 2 months ; 430 (353 males and 
77 females) for 6 months and above 3 months ; and 72 (61 males and 11 females) for 
above 6 months. There were 203 young persons, including 154 males and 49 females, 
sent to Reformatory Schools, and 829, including 358 males and 471 females, sent to 
Industrial Schools.

Of the boys com- Want of 
mitted to R-eformatories, 47 per cent, were wholly uneducated; only 12 per cent. 
could read and write well, while the remainder, 41 per cent., had received a small 
amount of education.

It appears from these figures that 68 per cent, of the girls and 42 per cent, of the hoys 
are brought under careful training in these schools at the early age of under ten years. 

In 1882, 511 boys were sent to Industrial Schools, as compared with 744 girls;

This table indicates an increase in the total cost of the Police Force of £267,282 in 
1883, following increases of £144,545 in 1882, £76,720 in 1881, £l3,958 in 1880,

l.—CENTEAL ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

The Central Administration of Justice includes the High Court of Justice, with its 
five divisions — Chancery, Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, Exchequer, and the Probate 
and Matrimonial Division. 

There are three outlying Courts : — The Court of the Land Commission, the High 
Court of Admiralty, and the Court of Bankruptcy. 

The Central Appellate Jurisdictions, viz., Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal, Ireland ; 
Court for Crown Cases Reserved; Court for Cases Deserved for Judges of the Queen’s 
Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer 'Divisions ; the Privy Council in Ireland ; Her 
Majesty in Council, and the House of Lords, have been grouped along with the other 
Central Jurisdictions, as they are closely conneteted with them. 

In the arrangement of the Tables of the different Divisions of the High Court of 
Justice, the order followed in the English report has been, as far as possible, adopted. 

The chief business of the Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer Divisions 
(the proceedings at the Plea side) is given in consecutive tables.

The proceedings at Jury Trials in Dublin of these three divisions, and the Dublin' 
County Court Appeals, ai-e grouped together, as the business is really transacted on a 
consolidated plan. With these, the proceedings at chambers before a single Judge, 
and the cases of minor importance remitted to County Courts are grouped together. 

The Statistics regarding the exclusive jurisdiction of each of the three divisions : — 
at the Crown side of the Queen’s Bench, as to election petitions and acknowledgements 
ofmarried women in the Common Pleas, and at the Revenue side of the Exchequer, 
are given last, as the business is so small, compared with that transacted on the Plea 
side of these divisions. 


The offices of Registration of Judgments, and Record of Title are grouped together, 
and along with them is given the Registj-y of Deeds, as the functions performed by 
ah three are somewhat similar. 

The statistics as to the Chancery, Common Law, and Land Judges’ Taxing Offices 
are given in one Table, the offices having been consolidated. 

As the business of the Receiver’s Office of the Land Judges corresponds with a large 
P^rt of the business of the Registrar in Lunacy (that relating to the Accounting of Com- 
mittees of Estates of Lunatics), the statistics of the two offices have been placed together, 
the Accountant General’s Office, again, the Probate and Matrimonial and the 
sneery business have been brought together.

Tbere was a decrease of 9 in Summonses for Administration of Estates, and Appoint- 
ment of Guardians, from 134 in 1882, to 125 in 1883; and a decrease in Summonses 
other than those to originate proceedings of 141, from 2,013 in 1882 to 1,872 in 1883. 


The amount of property passed in accounts decreased from £1,018,877 in 1882 to 
f985,676 in 1883, being a decline of £33,201. 

In the Lord Chancellor’s, the Master of the Rolls’, and the Vice-Chancellor’s Chambers 
there were at the end of the year 451 Minor Matters, relating to 1,568 Minors. The 
new Matters in the year were 53, relating to 120 Minors as compared with 35 new 
Matters and 79 new Wards in 1882. 

The number of actions by writ of summons was 606, showing an increase of 44 
above (562) the number in 1882. The proportion of lower scale to higher scale was as 
18 to 82 per cent. The originating summonses (124) are 32 more than the summonses 
filed (92) in 1882. In the Notice Department there were 15,255 original documents, 
against 10,763 in 1882, and 57,460 copies, against 40,344 in 1882. 

The Lord Chancellor made 26 orders for appointments of Commissioners for adminis- 
laring oaths for the High Court of Justice. The warrants for Magistrates were 163, 
as compared with 232 in 1882 ; the warrants as to Coroners were 11. There were no 
orders on Petitions as to Notaries. The orders as to other Petitions, including Minor 

Matters, were 61.

The return of the Secretary at the Kolls gives the particulars of 99 petitions set 
down for hearing before the Master of the Rolls. It appears that 38 of these were 
under the Trustee Acts, and 25 under the Public Works and Railway Acts. 

In the Crown and Hanaper Office there were, during the year 1883, 2,665 official acts, 
as compared with 3,037 in 1882. 


Land Judgks. 

Under the Land Judges the net rental or annual value '(where given) of Estate 
sold was £19,402, as compared with £11,895 in 1882, £19,970 in 1881, £19,898 in 
1880, £45,015 in 1879, and £64,236 in 1878, and the purchase money was £288,750, 
compared with £203,837 in 1882, £311,256 in 1881, £329,549 in 1880, £799,008in 
1879, and £1,217,027 in 1878. The purchase money in 1883 was equal to 14‘9 years’ 
purchaso on an average of all interests and all tenures. This is below 17‘1 the rate 
in 1882, 15-5 in 1881, 16-5 in 1880, 17'7 in 1879, and 18-9 in 1878, and below the 
average for 6 years ended 1877, which was 19 '4.

The sales to tenants under the Irish Land Act of 1870, in which charging orders 
in favour of theBoai-d ofWorks for advances to enable them to purchase were made, were 
38 in 1882, and 10 in 1883, for £36,221, and £13,937 respectively. Of the 10 salesin 
1883, 7 were of holdings under 100 acres, including 3 of holdings under 30, 2 of which 
were of holdings under 10 acres; 3 were of holdings in Leinster, 3 of holdings in 
Munster, and the remaining 4 of holdings in Connaught. 


Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer Divisions. 

The proceedings at the Plea side of the Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, and 
Exchequer Divisions are arranged in a single table for each division, although the 
fio-ures have been supplied by three officers — the Clerk of Writs, the Master, and the 
Registrar. This has been done to produce tables comparable with those in the English 
returns. 

The writs of summons for the Exchequer Division w'ere 10,279 in 1882, and 7,652 m 
1883 ; those for the Queen’s Bench were 10,251 in 1882 ; and 7,701 in 1883 ; and those 
for the Common Pleas were in 1882, 10,249, and in 1883, 7,700. 

The total number of writs of summons for these three divisions showed a decrease 
of 7,726 from 30,779 in 1882, to 23,053 in 1883. The number of cases which actually 
came to trial by jury in Dublin was 317 in 1883, as compared with 475 in 1882, being 
a decrease of 158 ; the amount of money recovered at these trials shows an increase 
from £25,976 in 1882, to £39,452 in 1883.

Of the other business of the Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer Divisions, 
on the Plea side, there were in the Queen’s Bench 8,728 affidavits, in the Common Pleas, 
7,238, and in the'Exchequer 7,074, the total number being 23,040, showing a decrease 
of 16,609 as compared with the number for 1882. 

At Chambers there were 97 summonses in the Common Pleas, 99 in the Queen’s 
Bench, and 171 in the Exchequer Division. The motions on notice before a single 
Judge were, in the Queen’s Bench 668, in the Common Pleas 150, and in the Exchequer 
Division 601. The ex-parte motions, including consent orders, granted before a single 
Judge, were, in the Queen’s Bench 425, in the Exchequer 814, and in the Common 
Pleas Division 739.

On comparing the number of judgments registered with the number of executions 
issued on Judgments in the Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer Dmisions, 
it appears that, whilst 8,012 judgment executions are returned in the proceedings in 
Masters Offices as entered up, 4,368 judgments were registered in the Registry of 
Judgments Office. 

The total number of estates or properties, the titles to which hawe been recorded in 
the Record of Title Office -since its establishment in 1865, under Stat. 28 & 29 Viet., 
c, S8, sec. 67, is 744. The total Talue is stated to be £2,288,240. 

There was no application in the year to record land under the 5 1st section of the Act. 

There were only 2 new estates recorded in the Eecord of Title Office in 1883, and 
each of these was less than £1,000 in value.

Appellate Jurisdiction. 

The Proceedings in the Supreme Courts of Appeal, in 188a, are shown in Tables 73-8, 

During the year there were 37 appeals from final judgments from Divisions of the 
High Court of Justice heard by Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal, Ireland, 18 of which 
were from the Chancery Division, 3 from the Queen’s Bench, 9 from the Common 
Pleas, 3 from the Exchequer, and 4 from the Probate and Matrimonial Causes Division. 
There were 3 1 appeals from interlocutory orders from Divisions of the High Court of 
Justice heard, viz. : — 13 from the Chancery Division, 11 from the Queen’s Bench, 3 from’ 
the Common Pleas, 3 from the Exchequer Division, and 1 from the Probate and Matri- 
monial Causes Division. There were also 12 original motions heard. Twelve appeals 
from other Judges or Courts were heard, 2 of which were from, the Judges in Bank- 
ruptcy, 1 from the High Court of Admiralty, 6 were Registry of Voters Appeals, and 
3 were appeals from the Irish Land Commission. The Judgments delivered were 87. 
In 62 of these the Judgment below was affirmed ; in 15 it was reversed, in 3 
reversed with declaration, direction, or finding, and in 7 cases varied. 

The Privy Council in Ireland heard 1 application under the Fairs (Ireland) Act, 
1868, which was granted, and 1 appeal against By-Laws and Orders made by the 
Inspectors of Irish Fisheries, in which case the By-Laws and Orders were confirmed. 

There were no appeals from Ireland to Her Majesty in Council. 

The number of appeals and causes in error from Ireland presented to the House of 
Lords in 1883 was 4. These added to 4 not disposed of in 1S82 made 8 for hearing 
(all from the Court of Appeal) ; of these 1 was dismissed. Judgment was given in 5 
cases : in 1 the decision below was reversed with directions. Two causes were waiting 
hearing at the close of the year. 

There were 2 appeals before the Judges of the Common Law Divisions, as to 
Presentment for Conveyance of Prisoners. There was but one appeal before the Court 
for Crown Cases Reserved ; the conviction was reversed.

the amount claimed in those cases where verdicts were given (exclusive of two cases in 
which no specific sum was claimed), was £13,393 : the amount found by verdict was 
£4,385. The traverses other than railway traverses in 1883, were 54 in number— 
£3,238 was claimed, in the cases where verdicts were given, and £l,593 found by verdict. 

The memorials from persons fined for non-attendance as Jurors, after falling from 166 
in 1878, to 150 in 1879, and to 137 in 1880, rose in 1881 to 163, and fell to 84 in 
1882, and to 83 in 1883. The fines appealed from in cases heard rose from £398 in 
1880 to £776 in 1881, fell to £166 in 1882, and rose to £364 in 1883, of which only 
£2 was imposed, as compared with £19 in 1882, £88 in 1881, and £92 in 1880. 

County Courts. 

Returns have been obtained from the Process Servers, who are appointed under 
statute by the County Court Judges and Recorders, and whose salary is annually voted 
by Parliament. Out of the entire number of 866 Process Servers, all but 40, or less 
than 5 per cent., have made returns. 

The Civil Bill ejectments served by these ofldcers are 22,706, as compared witli 
19,035 in 1882, 13,621 in 1881, 10,633 in 1880, 9,703 in 1879, and 8,381 in 1878; the 
number of replevins 289 as compared with 407 in 1882, 412 in 1881, 378 in 1880, 459 
in 1879, and 179 in 1878 ; and the number of other civil bills 231,762, as compared 
with 220,943 in 1882, 240,366 in 1881, 289,358 in 1880, 347,909 in 1879, and 309,634 
in 1878. 

The statistics of proceedings (other than at Equity or Land Sessions, or under Local 
Admiralty Jurisdiction Act) in the Courts of County Court Judges and Courts of 
Recorders whether ejectments, causes remitted from the Superior Courts, or other suits, 
have been collected into one Table. 

In ejectments entered there was a decrease of 2,091 in 1883, following an increase of 
5,063 in 1882, and an increase of 1,916 in 1881.

It appears from this table that the average gross amount awarded, without deducting' 
allowances for set-off to landlord, for dilapidation, rent, &c., was in all Ireland £175, as 
compared with £222 in 1882.

Court of the Irish Land Commission. 

The Commissioners appointed under the “ Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881,” have many 
functions of a judicial character, therefore it is necessary to refer in this Report to the 
judicial portion of the proceedings of the Land Commission. 

Although not strictly in order, it is convenient here to refer to the subject as the 
proceedings are somewhat allied to those under the Act of 1870 — dealt with above — 
und are mainly determined in the Courts of the Sub-Commissions which must bo 
treated of in connexion with the local administration of iustice. 

It is unnecessary to give here a detailed account of the business of the Court of the 
band Commission as the Reports of the Commissioners contain full information on the 
subject.
